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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues for 
further search and consideration, such as the new limitations of 640 to 2000 outlet holes and 
heating in claims 1, 2, 33, and 58, and the significant broadening of the claims by removing 
limitations based on the pitch, diameter, and phosphor layer thicknesses. The proposed 
amendment also raises the issue of new matter because it is not clear that the use of 640 holes as 
a lower limit finds support in the originally filed specification. The amendments to the 
specification at pp. 38 and 74, the amendments to claims 7, 13, 20, and 35, and the cancellations 
of claims 5, 6, 24, 39, and 44 would be entered if presented in a separate amendment. They 
would resolve the objection under 35 USC 132 and the rejections under 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd 
paragraph of claims 7, 13, 20, and 35 and any rejections of the proposed canceled claims. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/26/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments are not convincing because they apply only to the claims as 
amended. Applicant's arguments regarding the number of holes is unconvincing in the absence 
of a showing of unexpected results commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicant's 
arguments regarding the discontinuous process of Shinoda are unconvincing because they are not 
commensurate in scope with the claims.
